WHEREAS, the health, safety and welfare of the citizens of Warwick are matters of 16 
paramount importance to the City Council; and  17

WHEREAS, the sales of firearms in the vicinity of a school or daycare has become a 19 

safety concern in the City of Warwick; and  20

WHEREAS, R.I.G.L. § 11-47-58 provides that the State of Rhode Island has the sole 22 

authority to control firearms, ammunition or their component parts, specifically, their sale, 23 
among many other things; and 24

WHEREAS, as a result, the City is desirous of petitioning this General Assembly to 26 

enable the City of Warwick to prohibit the sale of firearms within 500 feet of a school or 27 
daycare.  28

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, the Warwick City Council hereby 30 

respectfully requests the General Assembly to amend R.I.G.L. § 11-47-58 to allow the City of 31 
Warwick to prohibit the sale of firearms within 500 feet of a school or daycare. 32
